Provincial Legislature Has No 
Power Over Matters Already 
Settled by the Dominion, 



TORONTO. Out.. February 23. -Judgment was 
-given at lts’atnlr Hall today by the wh'iiiiiI divi- 
sional court . filial justice 1!. M. Mcridith presiding, 

• hi tlia const it at imia I questions net rcpnlilij; race 
truck Is-tting. Hun. \v. K. Kanuy. attorney -gen - 
ithI. submit tad two questions, asking in affaat 
as to tin* power of ilia Ontario government to pro- 
liibit. or to pass legislation to prohibit, la-tting* 
on raaa traaks within the province. 

The chief justice, in del i voting judgment, said: 

“The answer to both question* submitted is 'no' 
brief. Neither the provincial legislature nor Ihe 
lieutenant-governor-in-council has the power asked 
for. Justice Riddell dissents on the second ques- 
tion. 

“That which is to be affected mainly, if Ilia 
province has pc war to affect it. is horse racing; 
also, more directly, but less effectually, it is bet- 
ting at horse races, but no betting, no racing, a 
killing of two birds with one stone. There are in 
the province in the classes of tiersons concerned, 
or who concern themselves, mainly in the matter; 
ill Those who are opposed w> betting and desire to 
prevent all others from determining for themselves 
whether to indulge in it or net. (2) Those who 
desire to bet. and tlnse who desire the freedom to 
bet or not as they please, and tilt Those, mainly- 
owners of race courses and race horses, whose 
business would be ruined by the suppression of 
betting. 

“In almost all parts of the world horse racing is 
and always has been a pastime and a business of 
much importance. It is less in Canada than in 
England and in Ireland, but it is the same thing in 
all its qualities. 

“Properly must lie held and contracts must lie 
made, even in matters which are most directly 
and necessarily Dominion concerns* hut the general 
power regarding property and civil rights cannot. 
Veil son ii Id y, be made even an c\’cu»e for invading 
race courses for the purposo only of legislating 
regarding a subject of Dominion legislation only, 
and that ought to be more evident when parliament 
has already legislated upon the matter. * 

"Relief ft cm importunity, not to take into ac- 
count condemnation or contumely. Inis its uses: it 
is a gain to those in provincial office to be able 
to say to those who would drown the cry of the 
betting machine: ‘Never venture, never win.’ with 
the cry of ‘Nevr venture, never sin.’ Put that can 
Is* dope only in the matters of parliament - the 
parliament or faiiada, or the parliament of Croat 
Britain and Ireland.” 

Justice Middleton said that to the Dominion lias 
been given exclusive jurisdiction over criminal 
law. In t In* case in hand, the proposed legislation 
is not in any way within the ambit of the provin- 
cial jurisdiction, but it is an attempt by the 
province to deal with the quest ion of public morals, 
which, he says, is “a deliberate attempt to tres- 
pass upon a forbidden field.”

Jockey J. MW’oy was suspended for the remainder 
of the meeting by tlie stewards for his rough riding 
mi Tlittiiderbird. disqualified yesterday after win- 
ning the last race.

The improved track was responsible for more 
liberal responses on tbe part of owners in making 
entries ami resulted in a far better racing card be- 
ing presented for tomorrow.
